EDITORIAL COMMENTS 

• ' I have now in front of me a clipping from the Daytona Beach, Flav Evening 
News dated July 8, 1968. If what this clip contains is actual fact - then we 
are all in for a very rude awakening. 

This data concerns nine red 'lights 1 that were chased for 40 minutes over 
the city of Seattle, and one private pilot who chased them and said "they were 
definitely aircraft." Thousands of callers swamped civilian and military tele¬ 
phones in the Puget Sound region. The glistening objects far outshone the stars. 
Observers said they were clearly visible from the ground, but the federal Air 
Route Control Center in suburban Auburn and local and military airfield towers 
could NOT spot them on radar. Rudy Malaspina, a pilot, was quoted as saying: 

"The last one didn't just dim out and fade away like turning out a light on a 
rheostat," ... "I was flying right below it and it simply accelerated vertically 
and flew out of sight." The pilot was directed by the Auburn Flight Canter to 
descend to 5,000 ft. when he was about 40 miles from the field. The center then 
cleared him to drop to 2,200 ft. to pick up a guide marker for Seattle's Boeing 
Field. "I could hardly receive the Center," Malaspina said. "Then the center 
handed me to Boeing Tower and I noticed right directly in front of me NINE ver¬ 
tical lights on a COLLISION course. 

"We were closing fast. I said, 'this is a military formation*j and I turned 
right. These nine lights made a right oblique turn instantly. You're not supp¬ 
osed to turn without directions from the tower, but I turned. Just two seconds 
later, I looked over my shoulder to see where this formation was going and I saw 
it right over the southern tip of Green Lake (just west of the University of 
Washington in Seattle). "Well, FOUR ROCKETS WERE FIRED FROM THESE OBJECTS, AND 
THEY WERE" NOT FLARES, THEY WERE ROCKETS. (Caps mime - JW) "Three of them hit 
southeast of Green Lake and one of them hit the southern tip of Green Lake. I 
got on the radio and. told the (Boing Field) tower: "There's a military formation 
dropping rockets]" They said they had no knowledge of any military formation 
in the area whatsoever." 

By then, Malaspina was at 3,000 ft. and estimated the red lights to be at 
7,000 or 8,000 ft. He heard another private pilot report from 6,000 ft. that 
the objects appeared to be from 8,000 to 10,000 ft. above Seattle. "They were 
definitely aircuaft," Malaspina said. "I wouldn't believe it myself but I saw 
it — and figure this. My magnetic compass was reading 300 degrees when I made 
mylanding at Boeing and it should have read 130 degrees. And my clock in the 
plane STOPPED at 10:35 PM." There were reports pranksters had attached lighted 
railroad flares to balloons and sent them aloft. SEATTLE POLICE ACCEPTED THIS... 

I feel that it is NOT necessary to point out that flares do NOT make oblique 
right turns, vertically acellerate or manuever.

FEBRUARY 14, 1968 — UFO OBSERVED AT CLOSE RANGE IN MISSOURI - At 7 AM, an ob¬ 
ject of unknown origin was observed on the ground in a very rugged area of south- 
central Missouri. The following report is taken from a taped interview, and a 
copy has been sent to Dr. j. Allen Hynek... It was 7 AM and the sky was quite 
clear and brightj no stars were visible. The observer was walking towards a 
large barn located some 100 feet east of his house, when he noticed one of his 
cows looking out into a field behind the barn. He then observed the UFO on the 
ground some 335 ft. from him. At this point he was looking through several scat¬ 
tered trees. He moved to the NE corner of the barn and, up to this point, he 
thought the object was a parachute. On moving a few feet further, he saw sev¬ 
eral small "objects" moving under the UFO which was 285 ft. from him. The ob¬ 
server said the "objects" x;ere moving quite rapidly; they seemed to have arms, 
also, moving at a high rate of speed. It was the observer’s opinion that these 
small objects were not human. They seemed to be about the same color as the 
UFO, with no visible neck, head, or legs; however - he was some distance away 
and the objects seemed to be about two and a half ft. tall. The UFO was setting 
ran a shaft only slightly taller than the objects. The observer started through 
the first fence, at this point 210 ft. from the UFO the small objects started 
moving around behind the shaft and entering it on the side away from him. 

"As I came through the first gate, I picked up two rocks, pretty good size, one 
of them was. I got up there to about 30 ft. from it and it was setting there, 
kind of rocking slightly. The wind was blowing out of the east, and I thought, 
H3oy, here goes. I’m going to knock a hole in that thing and see what the hell 
it is]’ I cut down on it, and the rock stopped along about 15 ft. from it and 
just hit the ground. The next rock I thought I would throw on top of it and it 
just hit something and bounced." 1, (the writer) then asked the observer if he 
could hear any sound. He said he could not. He said that he could see no seams 
or rivets. "It just looked like a big shell, a grayish-green looking outfit, 
and underneath it were these oblong holes where the lights were coming out. 

They were s6 bright you couldn't see when you got up there. I thought I was 
going right up to it. I got up to about here" (about 15 ft. from the uf 0 )" and 
there it was — I just walked up against a wallI I couldn't see it at all, 
there was just a pressure." "When it took off, it just rocked back and moved 
real fast to the left of that ridge. It made no sound at all and disappeared 
in seconds. The shaft was pulled up into it as it took off. The ground was 
real muddy, but it didn't leave any marks at all."...

A government scientist disclosed tentative plans for a unique doubleheader 
radio telescope experiment which he said might have bearing on whether newly de- 
-•tected mysterious signals from space are coming from an advanced civilization. 

Dr. Kenneth Kellerman of the governments National Observatory, Green Bank, W.Va. 
reported 2 giant radio telescopes — about 1,000 miles apart - would be used. 

This setup would be the newest proposed attempt to help unravel the riddle of 
-four newly discovered celestial objects called ’pulsars’, which he said have as¬ 
tounded astronomers throughout the -world. The telescopes - one in the Puerto 
Rican mountains at Arecibo, the other at Green Bank - would simultaneously 'and 
synchronously trained on the 4 pulsating, radio-wave emitting sources, each.es¬ 
timated to be from 300 trillion and 1200 trillion miles from the earth. 

The telescopes would be timed for synchronous snooping by an ingenious atomic 
clock, and this simultaneous, harmonized exploration by 2 widely separated instru¬ 
ments is expected to get the best information yet — on the size and nature of 
the strange so-far invisible objects, Kellerman said. Hitherto, only single radio- 
- telescopes, unharmonized on timing, have been employed in Great Britain and the 
U.S.A. to study the objects, discovered by British sciaatists and reported to the 
scientific world only :late in February. 

The doubleheader test is set for sometime in JUNE, Kellermann said. He 
disclosed plans for the experiment in an interview with the AP at the 126th. 
meeting of the American Astronomical Society, being held at the U. of Virginia. 
While no normal scientific papers concerning ’pulsars’ were on thB prearranged 
program for the meeting itself, informal gatherings- of attending scientists were 
abuzz with.conversation and theories about them. 

One scientist. Dr. A.C. W. Cameron of Yeshiva, University, New York told 
the reporter: "I’m just puzzled as helll" Kellermann told the AP that,'as. he 
sees it, most radio astronomers in the U.S.A.-believe the ’pulsars’ probably 
are "neutron, stars" .— objects that are presumed to be a form of wreckage from 
supernovae or;exploding stars. BUT, he added, "it’s probably fair to say, that 
all these scientists CONTINUE TO THINK, IN THEIR OWN MtNDS, OF THE POSSIBILITY 
HOWEVER REMOTE,. THAT, THESE SIGNALS MAY BE ARTIFICIAL ONES PRODUCED AS A MEANS - 
OF COMMUNICATION BY SOME ADVANCED CIVILIZATION..." This possibility has not 
yet been ruled out, although, on the other hand, there is no evidence as’yet 
that the pulsars are not natural phenomenal 1

WARNING : THE RELIABILITY OF NATIONAL TABLOIDS BY JOHN A. KEEL 

All UFO researchers should be extremely wary of the reports being published 
in national weekly tabloids. These newspapers have discovered that UFO headlines 
sell newspapers and so they are inclined to invent sensational stories which have 
absolutely no basis in fact. 

Some of"these disreputable journals hire free-lance writers and out-of-wprk 
newspapermen by the day (paying about $30 a day). They hand the writer a batch 
of photographs from their files and ask him to create a story to go with them. 
False captions are attached to the photos and totally fabricated stories are 
produced, filled with non-existent‘names, dates, and- impressive but completely, 
false "documentation". This practice has been prevalent in the tabloid - field' 
for many years and usually you will find very, fine print somewhere in the news¬ 
paper stating that, "All photos posed by professional models; names and places 
have been changed." This is simply to cover up the fiction which is presented 
as fact. . ■ . 

For example, a year or two ago one tabloid presented a lengthy cover story 
garnished with, striking nude photos of a beautiful model. The story concerned 
her allegded abduction and rape by a group of little men. from a flying saucer. 

' It was.' set in Michigan and was written shortly after SAGA magazine published 
the details of the Antonio Villas Boas case in Brasil. Last spring Lti Col. 
George Freeman, then the Project Blue Book spokesman, told me that a large part 
of'their mail consisted of queries about that "Michigan rape case" and about 
the "little men" who were allegedly preserved in bottles somewhere at Wright— • 
Patterson. . . 

Another tabloid had, published; a story about a girl on the west coast who 
was "raped" by UFOnauts and who had given birth to a weirdly misshapen baby. A 
photo of "the baby" was published with the story. Actually, that malformed baby 
picture goes back several years and has been published many times in stories 
about freaks, birth defects, etc. 

In February there appeared a cover story-titled "COUPLE KILLED' BY FLYING 
SAUCER". This piece contained photos very familiar to most UFO researchers 
with false captions. The article was written by a very well known New York 
humorist , one-time editor of a satirical journal and a frequent contributor 

to "Hippie" newspapers. All the names, dates, etc. in the article were fict¬ 
icious. .... 

The only tabloid which does a responsible job of presenting UFO information 
is the NATIONAL ENQUIRER. Their staff is well versed in the subject and well- 
known newspapermen, such as the late Damon -Runyon, Jr. are frequent contributors 
although they usually use a pseudonyms. 

Be very wary of any UFC story published in many of these tabloids (with the 
exception of the ENQUIRER), particularly if they are set in a foreign locale. 

You will find: that the scientists, police officers, : etc. named in these pieces 
don't even exist. The famous "crashed saucer" of Spitzbergen was actually this 
kind of a hoax created by a similar European•tabloid in the early 1950’s;

This is in the form of a letter written by one of the BSRA Associates.....,.:,;: 


"Shortly before the Colorado UFO Flap, and almost innediately after the _ 
Alatoosa incident (Snippy the Horse’s death theoretically by an UFO) there were 
several strange indidents right in Las Vegas, New Mexico. During the weekend 
of Sept. 17, 1967, at 8:13 PM that same evening, there appeared in the Western 
direction a UFO with the same magnitude as Venus at full intensity. The UFO 
moved from West and traversed in direction to the North-east moving approx. .3*5 
degrees velocity/second. The color of the object was an intense electric blue. 
There seemed to be a fuzzy ’haze’ around the immediate exterior. Although the 
-intensity of the light made it hard to determine the actual shape of the object, 
~ 7 it Was determined to be disc-shaped. One added note of concern: the object- 
cast a bright reflection on shiny objects on the ground, as well as on the thin 
layer of clouds overhead. Later that evening (although probably coincicentally) 
there was a strong odor of burnt plastic along with the stanch of iron^sulfide. 

"On the Wednesday following, there occurred a more controversial sighting 
made by close to 100 fellow classmen as well as a few townspeople. At aprox. 

10:30, a formation of dim lighted objects passed from Northeast to West of Las 
Vegas. ■ The speed of these objects surpassed the speed of any migratiing fowl 
in the area. They were geometrically circular with no visible deviations. 4 
The aprox. height was between 2550 and 4500 feet above the elevation of Las 
Vegas. The objects were visible at times below the lowest cloud layer, and be¬ 
yond visibility when above the clouds. The cloud elevations were obtained by 
weather reports. There is little aircraft activity in the immediate vicinity 
of Las Vegas. 7- ■ 1 


"A controversy was caused by threats to me and a few fellow students. ' The 
day immediately after this sighting I received a phone call from a friend who 
said that his life had been threatened if he so much as magnified the incident 
to higher authorities. He said I should refrain from doing the same. I did, 
for awhile anyway. 

' "A. few weeks later, the exact date I don't remember, I was out riding" with 
one of the town detectives on night police. We drove up into the mountains near 
Gallinas canyon for a view of the town. A light appeared in the sky. At first 
it didn’t seem different from any aircraft. Then it moved erratically and re¬ 
versed direction without circular deviation of known aircraft. It declined to 
the Eastern horizon near an old water tower, about five miles from us. 

"We decided to take a chance and raced full speed in that direction. By 
the time we arrived there was a series of small brush fires near the tower. Af— 
ter extinguishing these we search the area for the culprit. There was a deserted 
ranch house nearby, with a wooden fence. On the other side of the fence was a 
sharp decline into another canyon. Upon reaching this fence we stopped to ob¬ 
tain our direction and radio in a report. Just as suddenly as you blink an eye 
it became terribly hot. The area immediately before us in the decline became:;; 
blood red. . 1 '

At that moment ah'object about 50 to-75 deet in diameter shot straight up 
into the sky at fantastic speed. The: object was blood red. After an intensive 
over-all search of the area we radioed in for official help.

; "About the sighting he made an open threat to keep my mouth quiet. I re¬ 
torted that not many would believe me anyway. I made no mention of the cop- who 
was with me at the time of the sighting but I thought of him. As though the 
staanger read my mind he immediately confirmed the cop’s name and added that he 
had been warned. From what I later learned: the cop lost his job and was later 
divorced by his Wife.. I will not disclose his name at the present time, with¬ 
out his permission.

The rear liscense 
plate did not register any state. It showed nothing but three exes (XXX). I 
might have passed this off as a form of Diplomatic or Gerernment car if it hadn’t 
been for those tinted windows. , 


"Toward the end of October, while having a cup of coffee at my favorite 
cafe, and discussing politics with a few Fraternity fellows, a shot broke the 
monotony of the smoke-filled room. The bullet,came through the front window 
and slammed ihto the wall about an inch above my head.; Had I not just bent 
over to sip my coffee ■—J I : still get nervous twitches thinking of it. But 
this didn’t satisfy the strangers (I was beginning to suspect connections), a 
streak of bad luck and freak accidents terminated the faith of my best friends. 
After being bed-ridden for two weeks with pneumonia and failing in my studies,

COUNTERMEASURES: M I B CASES 
BY RICHARD S. HACK 


Since the advent of the Albert K. Bender Mystery, and particularly the re 
cent upsurge of reports of similar harrassment, UFO researchers have begun to 
suspect that this field of interest is beset with more obstacles than mere hoax 
can account for. However, to my knowledge, no one has attempted to deal with 
■this situation on a practical level, other than to issue warnings of its existence. 

It is the purpose of this article to examine certain aspects of this problem 
and suggest certain active or passive countermeasures for the individual researcher 
and for the organization... <*,**> - . ■ . 

THE CRANK C4£n The simplest form of harrassment - and possibly one of the most 
complex — Is the use of the telephone. Most UFO researchers have reported numer¬ 
ous calls from crackpots and practical jokers. Some are just that - jokes. But 
others, such as the one reported by John Stuart are different. The callers may , 
threaten, or simply perform meaningless acts, such as reading off numbers into the 
phone. In fact, the call may consist of merely a series of beeps or no sound at all. 
In any case, it is clearly hard to tell with whom you.are dealing - a crank - or 
the MIB. The MIB are unanimously reported to have a monotone voice and stilted 
speech patterns. This, then, Is one clue. Another is the quality of the. call: 
the line may sound hollow, there may be.no background sounds, or perhaps the voice 
comes across with unusual volume. These are clues which suggest the involvement 
of the MIB. The FREQUENCY of the calls may be a factor* practical jokers are 
NOT noted for their staying power... 


The mbst obvious defensive measure is an unlisted number. Unfortunately, for 
many people this' is not practical, nor is leaving the phone off the hook. The 
m03t common solution is to call the police or the telephone company and attempt 
to have the calls traced... Other methods which have been used successfully include 
blowing a whistle into the instrument, inviting the caller to a meeting at which 
the police attend, and clicking the phone several times, then whispering, "This 
is the call I want traced, Officer.’"... 


The MIB, however, are clever, and the above methods may well be completely 
incapable of fending them off. In my view, the only two methods of dealing with 
MIB-originated phone harrassment is to threaten to tape the calls and notify other 
researchers ( thus creating concrete evidence which the MIB will not wish to have 
in existence) - or - take out your phone. REMEMBER: NEVER give in to your caller 
by reacting emotionally or by giving out personal information. If you do, you 
are playing into the hands of your enemy, no matter who he is... 

THE HO^Lf Recently it has come tb the attention of a number of researchers 
that attempra are being made to submit FALSE reports and manipulated UFO photos 
to various investigators and publications. This kind of thing can be very com-, 
plicated, as witness recent cases in Texas, where hypnosis v;as employed to coach 
the witness... There are those who believe that such cases as the above represent 
an attempt by SOMEONE to throw the entire UFO subject, including it’s investigators, 
•into a badilight.publicly. And it can happen to any of us, student AND researchers.’ 
The only means of defense is to investigate - and then investigate again.’ Inves¬ 
tigate everything - and believe nothingJ Careful interrogation and analysis is 
required in this field, perhaps more so than any other as there are parallels be¬ 
tween UFO research and criminal investigation.

I would advise that all UFO researchers obtain a textbook on criminology_ 
procedures, paying particular attention to sections dealing with crime scene in¬ 
vestigation, interrogation of witnesses, crime photography, handling of physical 
evidence, and other sections in which the .problems of police investigations closlv 
resemble that of the UFO researcher. 

The mere recording of a witness * report is not enough; it must be throughly 
sifted and shaken about to determine its veracity. Such proceedures will drast¬ 
ically limit the number of successfully perpetrated hoaxes and of hysteria-bred 
reports, and the reliability of the actual sighters will be under less question, 

, if the above course is -followed religiously. 

HOAXES which withstand this attack to a high degree and which,'evidence a 
great deal of planning, expense, and particularly CUNNING, may well mean the 
’ backing of the MIB. Such cases must be especially analyzed and torn apart for 
Any scrap of intellegence which might give ufo research a lead as to the capab- 
. ilities, purpose or nature of these beings. 

... There have been several cases.of intruders entering the homes and grounds 
of UFO researchers and saucer sighters. Automatic alarm systems linked to flood¬ 
lights are an expensive, but efficient way of limiting these activities. There 
are systems which use sound waves in intricate patterns throughout the room which, 
'-.'when'disturbed by a moving object, touch off alarms. There are systems that cannot 
-be tampered v/ith without tripping an alarm - providing the tampering is NORMAL, 
such as clipping the wires. 

Efforts should be made by all ressachers to safeguard their files fro* in¬ 
truders and accident. Numerous reports, notably that of a Florida researcher, 
concerning the destruction of important reports and photos, prove that the MIB 
will go to considerable lengths to Undercut UFO research. Investigators should 
have copies made of important material and store the originals in a safe place, 
preferably away from the copies, such as in a safe deposit box or safe in another 
part of the house or even in the hank. Copiers like vending machines can be found 
in some libraries, and for a small fee reproductions may be made of letters, art¬ 
icles, etc. Futhermore, avoid discussing the location and nature 6f your UFO 
material, as well as current investigations - the government is not the only agency 
which can "bug" a conversation. 

Such precautions may be totally ineffective against the MIB,but they will 
serve to keep the problem confined to that element, at any rate* If they are 
proven to be ineffective against the MIB, then we hhall at least have one more 
bit of intellegence to add to our meager store.. There are many other forms of 
harrassment that are now plaguing research, but I shall leave them, to a future 
article by- someone who may know more about them than I, This effort is really 
rafcher superficial, for its primary purpose is only to alert those in the field 
to the forms of danger which are currently prevalent, and to suggest that some¬ 
thing of a more extensive, practical nature can be devised to cope with this in- 
■■ credible situation, and to act as a guide for the beginners. If this work has 
achieved any portion of any one of these aims, then I shall be quite satisfied.., 

I firmly believe it is about time that'SOMEONE in the field achieves SOMETHING 
..in this..area of UFO research. WHO can be sure that it is not already too late???
